The majority of projects to which contribu- 
tions are made are wholly federally financed. 


Conditions 

Project contributions are not available for 
capital expenditures nor are they available 
for staff employed on a regular basis by an 
agency (except where additional staff are 
hired to compensate for the time any indi- 
vidual staff member devotes to a project), nor 
for regular, ongoing operating expenses of 
the agency.

Project contributions are monitored by the 
NWG Program staff although actual opera- 
tions are the responsibility of the organiza- 
tion whose project is being funded. Claims 
for project costs are submitted directly to the 
Program for processing.

In practice, this 
translates into studies of health care delivery 
mechanisms and policies, food and drug 
safety and environmental health hazards, 
and Indian and northern health care. 


In addition to the support of research pro- 
jects, studies and demonstrations, the 
NHRDP also provides support for the train- 
ing and career development of health 
research manpower, and for a limited num- 
ber of symposia, workshops and con- 
ferences. The Program also makes available 
funds for the formulation of research 
protocols.

Health Promotion 
Contribution 
Program 


Purpose: 

To support community-based projects that 
enable Canadians to maintain or improve 
their health and encourage voluntary action 
on health issues. 


Eligibility: 

Proposals will be accepted from non-profit 
organizations, professional associations, vol- 
untary groups and educational institutions. 


In most cases projects will focus on a health 
issue or problem that directly affects one of 
the four priority target groups: children/youth, 
women, elderly persons and the disabled. 
Preference in funding will be given to organi- 
zations that actively involve members of the 
particular target group in planning and carry- 
ing out the project. This is in keeping with 
the Program's objective of encouraging pub- 
lic participation in the health field. 


Projects: 

The Program supports a wide range of 
activities. These may include producing and 
distributing health information resources; de- 
veloping networks of groups and individuals 
in the field; testing the effectiveness of 
innovative health promotion programs; and 
education or training programs aimed at the 
public or special target groups. 


Projects will generally fit one of the following 
three broad categories: 


Se/f-care projects — to increase the ability of 
individuals to maintain or improve either their 


own health or that of another person for 
whom they are providing health care. 


Mutual Aid projects — to increase the ability 
of target group members to maintain or 
improve their health through collective action 
and mutual support. 


Environmental Change projects — to 
change factors in a target group’s social 
environment in ways that lead to improve- 
ments in their health or in their ability to 
assume greater responsibility for (or control 
over) matters affecting their health. 


Operation: 

Projects that are local or regional in scope 
will be administered through one of the 
Health Promotion Directorate’s five regional 
offices (addresses below). National projects 
will be funded through the Ottawa office.

— must have objectives con- 
sistent with the objectives 
and priorities of the 
Department. 


Funding 

Priority will be given to organizations with the 
greatest financial need as well as to those 
working with target populations of major 
concern to the Department. Normally, the 
total amount of the grant cannot represent 
more than 50% of the total operating expen- 
ditures of the national office of the 
organization.
